Delayed 
Dispatch 
Tells

Japanese Attacks. 


Yentai, Sept 3 (delayed by the cen- 
sor).—A Russian correspondent of the 
Associated Press, who has just arrived 
here from Liao Yang, gives some de- 
tails of the final assault on that place. 
He says: 


"At the time of the Japanese bom- 
bardment of the railroad station, the 
ambuIancGS were in the a'ear of tlio 
station, from where it was impossible 
to move them. A shrapnel shell, which 
burst over the station, wounded two 
nurses, one of whom has since died. 


"The hottest fi^ihting v/as on August 
SO and 31. when the .repeated assaults 
of the enemy were all repulsed. 
' 
"The 34th and 35th regiments of the 
ninth division, and the 23d regiment 
of the eastern division, v/ere particu- 
larly hard pressed and were several 
times reinforced. 
Ammunition could 
not be brought quickly-enough, and the 
men at times actually stoned their as- 
sailants. 


"Many companies had all of their 
officers killed or wo\inded, and 
the 
men fought under non-commissioned 
officers. 


"Many of the Japanese wounded fell 
Into the Russian trenches and could 
'not possibly be removed when the re- 
treat commenced and had to be aban- 
doned. Others more unfortunate fell 
between the lines and we could not 
bring them in. The Japanese could not 
remove them, and they lay most of the 
day and night exposed in the line of 
fire. 
Their cries and groans, which 
were heartrending, could be distinctly 
heard. Our skirmishers fell on many 
of them while pursuing the retreating 
Japanese, and when they could gave 
water to them, but had to leave them 
to be run 
over by the 
succeeding 
'Waves of the Japanese attacks. 


"There was a lull in the fighting on 
August 31. General Morozovsky, who 
was on the firing line tiie whole time^ 
sat down with a Cossacli picket in the 
shelter of the trees for a cup of tea 
and a biscuit The Japanese artillery 
suddenly swept the woods with their 
•fire and a shell burst, wounding the 
general in the leg and tearing off his 
orderly's arm,"

DARING RESCUES BY FIRESIEN 


New York. Sept. 5.—Fourteen per- 
sons were killed and nearly a score in- 
jured i n a fire in a five-story double 
tenement in Attorney str.eet 
It was 
one of the worst fires in the loss of hu- 
man lives that has occurred on the 
East Side in several years, although 
the property loss was slight 


Thv) dead include four women, one 
man and nine children, ranging in age 
from 3 months to 12 years. 


The small number of men among the 
killed and injured was due to the fact 
that most of the men who lived in the 
building, following the Attorney street 
custom in hot weather, were asleep on 
the roof, while but few of the women 
and children were there. Those on the 
roof were unable to escape by descend- 
ing through the burning building, and 
made their way to safety over the 
neighboring 
roofs. 
Meanwhile 
the 
members of their families Avho had re- 
mained in their rooms found escape 
cut off, and panic reigned throughout 
the structure. 


The fire started early In the morn- 
ing, and there was considerable delay 
in sending in an alarm, although the 
district is one of the most thickly pop- 
ulated in the crowded east side of New 
Y^ork. 


When the firemen reachod the scene, 
some of the tenants were jumping from 
the windows and from the ends of fire 
escapes that readied only to the second 
floor; othors were crouching in the 
smoke in the small rooms and narrow 
halls. Several o,mbulance3 were called 
and the surgeons were kept busy car- 
ing for the Injured. 


A number of daring rescues wore 
made by firemen and .police, and the 
conditions under which they worked 
v^'ere unusual and dilllcult The loss of 
life was due chiefly to the fact that 
alterations •were being made in the 
tenement building. The basement and 
the first floor, the latter about six feet 
above the sidewalk level, had both been 
cut through, the front and rear walls 
having been removed, and the upper 
floors being supported by steel beams. 
The exit from the upper floors was by 
way of a small stop ladder. 


The work of the firemen was greatly 
hindered, but over 20 persons v;ere res- 
cued by them from the fourth and fifth 
iiloors. Many persons recoived injuries 
by jumping to the sidewalk and the 
stone-paved court from the ends of the 
cut-off fire escapes. 


The tire is supposed to have been 
caused by the explosion of a lamp that 
had been left to light the hall on the 
second floor, and the sleeping tenants 
were not aroused. 
The hallway was 
ablaze and escape through the building 
cut off. 


Most of the dead were found on the 
two upper floors. 


Vv^'hile the search of the building was 
going on, four firemen were at work 
on a fourth-iloop bu!"ony. when it gave 
way. Another fireman on the balcony 
on the fioor be.low wfts also carried 
down and was probably fatally injured. 
The other four were badly hurt, but 
will recover. Two of them fell upon a 
pile of bedding in the courtyard and 
their injuries were caused chiefly by 
the iron v/ork of the balcony failing 
upon them.

Kuropatkin’s Retreat Cut Off. 
luondon, Sept. 6.—The Daily Mail 
this morning prints a ditpatch from 
Sinmintin, dated September 5, giving 
a report that General Kuropatkln’s re­ 
treat has been cut off. 
The dispatch goes on to say that the 
Russian troops had advanced in strong 
force to the southeast of Mukden as 
far as Japing Hill, to oppose any pos­ 
sible attack in the direction of their 
advance.

KufokI Endeavoring to Cut Off 'Kuro 
patkin's Retreat. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 6.—^A dispatch 
received from General Kuropatkin, for­ 
warded Sunday evening, indicates tliat 
Kuropatldn^s army and General Ku- 
roki’s army are racing for Mukden 
and that th<3 result is in ’doubt. 
Goneral Xuropatldn says that the 
retreat Is being conducted in perfect 
order. 
Fifild Marshal Oyama’s whole army 
Is across the Taitse river and is pur­ 
suing General Kuropatkin*^ forces. 
The Russian losses during the fight­ 
ing at Liao Yang are estimated at 
16,000. 
There is no doubt here that a num­ 
ber of guns, especially siege artillery, 
have been abaTidoned. 
It is oiHcially stated that the united 
Russian forces are now north of Yen- 
tal, except a detachment left at that 
place to cover the retreat. 
The Japanese swarmed across the 
Taitse river near its Junction with the 
Pensi. 
The bulk of the Japanese force is 
marching direct on Mukden. 
It Is impossible to obtain any state­ 
ment from the authorities regarding 
the 
reported 
preparations for the 
abandonment of Mukden. 
This is the first Intimation that such 
a course is contemplated. If it turns 
out to be true, it means the abandon­ 
ment of the whole of Southern Man­ 
churia and the winding up of the pres­ 
ent campaign. 
In fact, should Mukden be evacu­ 
ated. there would be no point for win­ 
tering the army of a quarter of a mil­ 
lion, with its many wounded, short of 
Harbin. 
On the other hand, the evacuation 
of Mukden w^ould give Field Marshal 
Oyama commodious 
v/inter quarters 
and the x»ractical control of two lines 
of railway. 
The Kinchou-Siiimlnton 
line, tapping rich Chinese territory, 
stops little short of 
Mukden, with 
which it'îs connected by a good wagon 
road. 
The report of the prospective evacu­ 
ation of Mukden, if well founded, would 
Indicate that the crippling eîfect of 
the Liao Yang fighting on Kuropat- 
kin's army is more serious than has as 
yet been intimated. 
The Japanese have thrown a strong 
flanking 
column 
across the Taitse 
river at Benit^su, about 30 miles north­ 
east of Liao Yang. This column is hur­ 
rying to the northeast and endeavor­ 
ing to get in between the Russian 
army and Mukden. It Is against this 
movement that Kuropatkin has dis­ 
patched 
Lieutenant General Rennen- 
kampff with a strong Cossack division, 
'Which it is believed is already 'block­ 
ing the eHBiorn high road. 
Kuropatkin 
has 
three roads over 
v/hich he is marching towards Mulv- 
den, besides the double-tracked rail­ 
way. The latter is chiefly occupied in

transportation of guns and of 
equipment, of which there is a great 
quantity.

REPORT OF LfAO'YANG FIGHT 


Delayed 
Dispatch 
Tells 
of 
Furious 
Japanese Attacks. 
Yentai, Sept. 3 (delayed by the cen­ 
sor).—A Russian correspondent of the 
Associated Press, who has Just arrived 
here from Liao Yang, gives some de­ 
tails of the final assault on that place. 
He says: 
“At the time of the Japanese bom­ 
bardment of the railroad station, the 
ambulances were in the a.*ear of the 
station, from Avhere it was impossible 
to move them. A shrapnel shell, which 
burst over the station, wounded two 
nurses, one of whom has since died. 
‘‘The hottest fighting was on August 
SO and 31, when the .repeated assaults 
of the enemy were all repulsed. 
“The 34th and 35th regiments of the 
ninth division, and the 23d regiment 
of the eastern division, were particu­ 
larly hard pressed and were several 
times reinforced. 
Ammunition could 
not be brought quickly -enough, and the 
men at times actually stoned their as­ 
sailants. 
“Many companies had all of their 
officers killed or wo\mded, and the 
men fought under non-commissioned 
ofilcers. 
“Many of the Japanese wounded fell 
into the Russian trenches and could 
•not possibly be removed when the re­ 
treat commenced and had to be aban­ 
doned. Others more unfortunate fell 
between the lines and we could not 
bring them in. The Japanese could not 
remove them, and they lay most of the 
day and night exposed in the line of 
fire. Their cries and groans, which 
were heartrending, could be distinctly 
heard. Our skirmishers fell on many 
of them while pursuing the retreating 
Japanese, and when they could gave 
water to them, but had to leave them 
to be run 
over by the 
succeeding 
•waves of the Japanese attacks. 
“There was a lull in the fighting on 
August 31. General Morozovsky, who 
was on the firing line tlie whole time^ 
sat down with a Cospjack picket In the 
shelter of the trees for a cup of tea 
and a biscuit. The Japanese artillery 
suddenly swept the woods with their 
fire and a shell burst, wounding the 
general in the leg and tearing off his 
orderly’s arm." 


Heaps of Jap Bodies at Port Arthur. 
Chefoo, Sept. C.—Advices from Port 
^Arthur say that following the terrific 
bombardment of the fortress for the 
five days ending September 1, heaps 
of Japanese bodies were removed by 
the Chinese, under orders given by the 
Port Arthur authorities.

FOURTEEN DEAD 
!N NEW YORK FIRE 


ilames ■ Broke Out in Double Teue 
ineut on the East Side. 


DARING RESCUES BY FIREltfEN 


New York, Sept. 5.—Fourteen per­ 
sons wore killed and nearly a score in­ 
jured in a fire in a five-story double 
tenement in Attorney str.eet. It was 
one of the worst fires in the loss of hu­ 
man lives that has occurred on the 
I3ast Side in several years, although 
the property loss was slight 
The dead include four women, one 
man and nine children, ranging in age 
from 3 months to 12 years. 
The small number of men among the 
killed and injured was due to the fact 
that most of the men who lived in the 
building, following the Attorney street 
custom in hot weather, were asleep on 
the roof, while but few of the women 
and children were there. Those on the 
roof were unable to escape by descend­ 
ing through the burning building, and 
made their way to safety over the 
neighboring 
roofs. 
Meanwhile 
the 
members of their families who had re­ 
mained in their rooms found escape 
cut off, and panic reigned throughout 
the structure. 
The fire started early in the morn­ 
ing, and there was considerable delay 
in sending in an alarm, although the 
district is one of the most thickly pop­ 
ulated in the crowded east side of Ne\v 
York. 
When the firemen reached the scene, 
some of the tenants were jumping from 
the windows and from the ends of fire 
escapes that reached only to the second 
fioor; others wore crouching in the 
smoke in the small rooms and narrow 
halls. Several ambulances were called 
and the surgeons were kept busy car­ 
ing ior the injured. 
A number of daring rescues were 
made by firemen and .police, and the 
conditions under which they worked 
v/ere unusual and difllcult. The loss of 
life was due chiefly to the fact that 
alterations *\vere being made in the 
tenement building. The basement and 
the first floor, the latter about six feet 
al30ve the sidewalk level, had both been 
cut through, the front and rear walls 
having been removed, and the upper 
floors being supported by steel beams. 
The exit from the upper floors was by 
way of a small step ladder. 
The work of the firemen was greatly 
hindered, but over 20 persons v;ere res­ 
cued by them from the fourth and fifth 
¡floors. Many persons received injuries 
by Jumping to the sidewalk and the 
stone-paved court from the ends of the 
cut-off fire escapes. 
The tire is supposed to have been 
caused by the explosion of a lamp that 
had been left to light the hall on the 
second floor, and the sleeping tenants 
were not aroused. The hallway was 
ablaze and escape through the building 
cut off. 
Most of the dead were found on the 
two upper floors. 
V\^hile the search of the building was 
going on, four firemen were at work 
on a fourth-floop bul^’ony. when it gave 
way. Another fireman on the balcony 
on the floor be.Iow was also carried 
down and was probably fatally injured. 
The other four were badly hurt, but 
will recover. Two of them fell upon a 
pile of bedding in the courtyard and 
their injuries were caused chiefly by 
the iron v/ork of the balcony fajling 
upon them.

One of the greatest freaks of the iish 
family, an oyster cracicer or catti, also 
knoAvn as a Avolf fish, is noAV in the 
possession of the Morgan Oyster Com- 
pany. 
It is one of the most curious 
specimens of fish evei' taken. 
Onlyj 
two others of its kind, so far as knoA\'n, 
have been caught iu Puget 
Sound. 
This one Avas caught in the oyster beds 
betA\''een Chico and 
SilA'erdale, 
Port 
Washington Bay, by F. Hoover. 
He 
had out about 100 set lines last Wed- 
nesday, and good sized iish hung np 
on one of the hooks. 
Along came the 
oyster cracker, and, piratelike. SAA'al- 
lowed iish. hook and all. 
It was a 
strong line, lilcewlse a strong hook, 
and the pirate AA'as unable to extricate 
himself. 
Hoover brought the strange 
inhabitant of the deep to this city. 


This particular oyster cracker has a 
head like a sheep's. 
It is fully as 
large. 
The jaAA's 
are 
massive and 
stitdded Avitli teeth Avith the strength 
and durability- of steel. 
With them It 
crushes oyster shells and crabs Avitli 
the ease that a hog devours an acorn. 


The wolf iish is six feet one inch 
long and Aveigiis twenty-live pounds. 
When cleaned for preservation, oyster 
shells, Avhole iish, crabs and 
other 
Binali sea inhabitants Avere found iu 
the oyster cracker's stomach. 


This Avolf iish has six sets of molars» 
one for each upper and lower j a w a n d 
one in ihe centre above and beloAA'. 
Its front teeth are long and pointed. 
Tlie back teeth, or crushers, are thiclc 
and shorter.—Seattle

Freigfht Wreck. 
A bad frelf(l>t wrcck occurrcd on the 
^Western Maryland Railroad Wednesday 
' Afternoon last about 2:80 o’clock, a short 
' dlntanco beyodd the Con«wago bridge, 
^ about l i miles west of this place. The 
• train wrecked was an extra freight run- 
V ning from Gettysburg to Hanover in 
charge of engineer Rufus Eckert and 
conductor C. T Hann. It was couipos- 
' «d of thirteen cars, of which eight were 
'! derailed and damaged. The cause of the 
' accident is attributed to thesproadingof 
^ tho rails. 
The first car to leave tho tratik was tlie 
' third from the engine and before (he 
. train was stopped the foiiowiug seven 
' were off. Tho track was lorn up for a 
llistaucc of 240 feet. 
The wrecking crews from the main 
ilin« and also from Hanover, were sura- 
moned and worked until midnight Thurs- 
^ day night before the cars wore all put on 
’• fcbe tracks and the damage to the road 
4 s^epaiifed. 
The accident put the ofiicials to much 
tinconvenience, as all the passengers had 
V'io be transferí ed. 
Most of the damage 
^ to the cars was confined to the tracks. 
' Seven of the right cars were loaded with 
^Anthracite coal. Nobody was hurt by 
^ the accident.

SEO. 2, OF SAMK.—Any person or persons of- 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be* 
liable to arrest and the pajnnent of a fine, etc. 
TO SECTION 2 OF OllDTiNANCE "RELATIVE- 
TO PUBLIC NUISANCES.'* 


No person or persons Shall throAV, placc o r 
cause to be placedior deposited in any street, av- 
enue. alley, lane, ^7ater course, etc.. any putrid 
or unsound meat, fish, dead animal, skin of ani- 
mal, or other offensive matter. Any person vio- 
lating the provisions oi this section shall, upon 
conviction before any Justice of the Peace, be 
fined hi any sum not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
ars and costs of prosecution for each and every 
oiTense. 


ALSO TO SECTION 4 OF SAJVIK OUDINANCE.. 


If any privy or hog pen, sleuKhter house, or' 
place where phosphate or fertilizers are kept or 
stored in said Borough of New Oxford, shall be- 
kept in such condition that the smell arising 
therefrom shall be offensive to any portion of 
the citizens, the same shall be deemed a nuisaacc, 
and the owner or occupam of the lot or premise» 
is liable, upon conviction before any Justice o f 
the Peace, to be fined in a sura not exccedinfir 
twenty dollars.

A n A m rrio an Wotnnn*fi

“Thi.s, then.” said Elizahoth Robin« 
Pennell in Li]ipincott’s .ALigazlno, “i* 
hoAv I succeeded iu keeping liouso in 
London 
Avithout conforming to tho 
English conventions, to Avhieh I could* 
never reconcile myseli’, even if lhe>i 
Avcre to be had at a co^^t that did not 
spell ruin. 
I have a French servant 
and a French charAA’oman, I deal Avith 
a 1^'rench butcher, a French grocer, a 
I'rench greengrocer, a French baker 
and a French confectioner. My ice 19 
brought by an Italian, and is icopt in 
an American refrigerator. My clothes 
are Avashed at a French laundry. 
“It is one of the charms of London 
that such inconsistencies are possible. 
Moreover, though our chambers are iu 
the centre of London, the immediate 
little neighborhood, shut in betAveen 
the river and the Strand, is just like a 
small counti’y tow’u or village—‘The 
Quarter,' people Avho live in it call it 
atTe(’tlonately, 
We all knoAV one an* 
other’s affairs, even though Ave may 
not know one another. 
We liaA'e our 
oAvn local gossip. 
‘They do talk a lot 
in the street, you know,’ one of my, 
neighliors informed me, at tho same 
time roA'caling an unexpectedly inti­ 
mate knowledge of my moA^ements. 
On a summer evening you will find 
little groups of housekeepers exchang­ 
ing news at their front doors, for al­ 
most all the houses are let as cham­ 
bers, and each has a housekeeper in 
charge. We have our special milkman 
and noAvspaper agent, and builder and 
plumber, our own handorgans, our own 
beggars, Avho ring our front door bells, 
'J’he postmen touch their hats as Ave 
pass. 
Even the dogs Avag their tails 
in recognition, and I do belicA^e I am 
ou sjieaking terms with every cat in. 
the ‘quarter.' 
It avIH be clear, there- 
lore, that I can say nothing of London 
life as it is regulated in the correct 
squares and rows and places and cres­ 
cents. 
Information of this kind 
I 
leave to the Americans Avhose capa­ 
cious incomes, made by their pens, 
never cease to astound me. All I cau 
do is to shoAA^ that, Avhen your income 
and inclination are not fashioned on 
regulation lines, it is still possible not 
only to live, but to live dellghtfulb^ 
in London.”

W olf F ish C auclit In Pujcet Sound. 
One of the greatest freaks of the fish 
family, an oyster cracker or cattl, also 
knoAvn as a Avolf fish, is noAV in the 
possession of the Morgan Oyster Com­ 
pany. 
It is one of the most curious 
specimens of fish ever taken. 
Only; 
two others of its kind, so far as know’n, 
have been caught in Puget Sound. 
This one Avas caught in the oyster beds 
betw^'cen Cliico and SIlA^erdale, Port 
Washington Bay. by F. Hoover. 
He 
had out about 100 set lines last Wed­ 
nesday, and good sized fish hung up 
on one of the hooks. Along came the 
oyster cracker, and, pirateiike, sw^al- 
lowed fish, hook and all. 
It w’as a 
strong line, likewise a strong hook, 
and the pirate AA^as unable to extricate 
himself. 
Hoover brought the strange 
inhabitant of the deep to this city. 
This particular oyster cracker has a 
head like a sheep’.s. 
It is fully as 
large. 
The jaAVs 
are 
massive and 
stitdded Avith teeth Avlth the strength 
and durability- of .steel. With them it 
crushes oyster shells and crabs Avith 
the ease that a hog devours an acorn. 
The AA^olf fish is six feet one inch 
long and Aveighs twenty-five pounds. 
When clcaned for preserA’atiou, oyster 
shells, Avhole fish, crabs and other 
small sea inhabitants Avere found in 
the oyster cracker’s stomach. 
This Avolf fish has six sets of molars, 
one for ea(*h upper and loAver jaAA'' and 
one in ihe centre above and beloAA% 
Its front teeth are Jong and pointed. 
The bade teeth, or crushers, are thick 
and shorter,—Seattle Post-Intelligenc* 
er.

Which Eye Is Stronger?

Be It enacted by the Burgees and Town Coun­ 
cil. and it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, th at the following oflenses shall be con­ 
sidered as against “Good Order aud Govern­ 
m ent.” viz: Disturbing the peace by night or by* 
day by shootingv unneCessiiry shouting, yelling,, 
or other unnecessary or noisy proceedings, etc. 
Sec. 2, OF Samk.—Any person or persons of­ 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be* 
liable to arrest and the pajnnent of a fine, etc. 
O SECTION 2 OF OllDTNANCE “ RELATIVE* 
TO PUBLIC NUISANCES.’* 
No person or persons Jihall throw\ place o r 
cause to be plaeedior deposited in any street, av ­ 
enue, alley, lane, w ater course, etc., any putrid 
or unsound meat, fish, dead animal, skin of ani­ 
mal, or other offensive matter. Any person vio­ 
lating the provisions of this section shall, uponr 
conviction before any Justice of the Peace, b e 
fined in any sum not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
ars and costs of prosecution for each and every 
oiTense.

HORIICULTURAL 
NOTES. 


Notliinji 
is better to kill 
cabbap:« 
,worms tlian the following: Seven parts 
sour milk, one part kerosene oil. They 
must bo thorousbly mixed at the start, 
and stin-ed to the bottom every time 
the brush is put into the pail or the 
kerosene "vvill separate from the milU 
and kill every plant It touches. 
It ia 
to be sprinkled on the plant witli a 
.brush, and if the head has bei;run to 
form the leaves must be pulled apart 
80 as to kill the worms, as it kills only 
those it touches. 
This is vouched for 
by an extensive grower. 


It is dltUeult to got good exhibition 
peas 
without 
thinning the clusters. 
Those Nvho know, use a pole with a 
notch In one end, which enables the 
operator to twist them off rapidly. Us- 
ually", If the clusters were reduced one- 
Lalf or more, the crop would be more 
.valuable. 
It seems a pity to cut oft 
the young fruit just as it is formed, 
but it will pay. Nature does some of 
tlils-thhining, but not enough. If half 
the blossoms drop 
•v\'ithout 
setting 
fruit, the orchardist will do well to vut 
out half of those that remain.—The 
Epitomist

PLANTING SHADE TREEii. 


When 
planting 
shade trees, small 
trees that have uniform heads are bet- 
ter than larije heads. 
It is dlflicult 
to remove large trees from the soil 
.with roots enough to support them 
the first season. 
Quite often the tree 
iias grown Avhoi^ it has been crowded 
toy other trees, which has caused it to 
grow without any side branches. When 
fiuch trees are pruned to it'ow aheai.1 
of the rigiit height, there is nothing 
left but a stub, with scarcely a twin 
on it, and a large scar at the top to 
start d<?cay, and furnish a place for 
Sborers to begin desu'uctiou of the tree, 
.The growth of branches will be sprouts 
attached to the sapwood only, instead 
of seated to the heart like the natural 
branches. 
This leaves the tree an 
easy prey 
to wind storms, as 
the 
ibranches are liable to split from the 
body of the tree. Trees that are grown 
in a iiurscry or an open forest, that 
have heads that need but little prun- 
ing, arc cheaper at a dollar than large 
spindling trees that have to be thor- 
oughly denuded of branches to get 
them in shape, if furnished free.—J. II, 
Andre, in The Epitomist.

ABOUT THE GOOSEBERRY. 


The gooseberry yields a large crop, if 
given care, and it should be more ex- 
tensively groAvn, as there is a large de- 
mand and good prices for gooseberries 
every year. It should be grown in the 
sua (not in sliady places), ou rich soil, 
being mulched late in the fall. 
One 
point is to cut out some of the wood 
from the contre, to admit air and 
sunlight, which will partially serve 
as a preventive of mildew. 


The 
best 
season 
for 
setting -an 
orchard is just as soon as the Avinter 
breaks and the ground can be handled, 
•Be careful not to freeze the roots. 
.Ground can be liandled wetter in win- 
ter and in very early spring than later 
in the season, for it will not pack or 
bake then, as it does later, but it is 
preferable, especially in clay soils, to 
Jiave the ground in proper condition, 
not too wet, as there is danger of 
baking the ground around the roots 
of the trees. We have set trees in the 
fall, winter, and as late in tlie spring 
as May, when large apple trees "were in 
bloom and the early varieties of fruit 
iwere leaving out. It is best to set the 
trees as soon as possible after being 
taken from the nurserj-^ row. 


If any of the roots are badly injured 
mv bruised it is best to cut them olï 
and let the tree send out hoaltliy ones; 
the roots should be carefully examined, 
find if they sliow lumps as the result of 
nphis or other diseases, do not set the 
trees. 
If you 
want 
a 
permanent 
orchan\, you should set healthy trees. 
I cannot too strongly emphasize the 
3dea that deep planting makes '*i'out 
r o t " 
Nature starts the roots on trees 
from the surface of tlie ground, and we 
fchould plant them the same way. 


Place some of the best surface earth 
carefully around the roots, and nfit^' 
filling the Jjule pack the earth tight 
and closely around the tree to prévient 
the winds from shaking it until the 
roots get slarled. 


Plant a tree tliat is healthy and vig- 
orous. 
A crown graft Avill usually 
make a stronger and more vigorous 
growth than a p,:'aft on a smaller piece 
of the same r.jot, as it is larger and 
has more vitaiity. 
Different vurieii(-'.s 
of trees grated on whole or piece routs 
(•will form toiis according to the chara<*- 
teristics of tlie scion, and the same is 
true of the rools—some form a taji 
root, others will not. 
You can graft 
.ft Genet on a piece or whole root tii 
'It is practical to graft on a wliole root) 
flftd It will form lis own tap root, with 
out regard to the piece root or "whoU 
root on wJiich it is grafted. 
iWlne^p will form a spreading root, nc 
matter on what kind of a rout its scloi:

FARM TOPICS. 


FEEDING EGG SHELI.S. 


There is no possible objection 
to 
feeding egg shells to hens providid 
they are broken in small bits so that 
the hens ulay not readily recognize 
them, or they may get in the habit of 
eating eggs. 
Oyster shells and clam 
shells pounded up tine must also be 
fed, and in liberal quantities, for all 
of them are needed to provide the hon 
with material to make shells» 
Do not 
confuse the grit box with the box con- 
taining shell making material. 


:N[0DES OF CULTIVATION. 


Corn 
may be "checked" four 
feet 
apart each way, and the cultivator 
should then be kept in use until it 
grows too largo to admit of being eas- 
ily worked. No grass or weeds should 
be permitted to grow, and in the dry 
season the freauent use of the culti- 
vator will be found beneficial. 
An- 
other method of planting is to lay off 
the rows four feet apart and plant the 
corn one toot apart in the rows, thin- 
ning out all the plants in each hill but 
one. 
This gives each plant plenty of 
room and produces the largest yield. 
As soon as the corn is^six inches high 
a 
one-horse 
plow 
is 
used, 
which 
should turn the earth from the corn. 
After it makes further growth 
the 
plov/ is again used, 
but 
this 
time 
throwing the earth bi^ck to the corn. 
After the grass begins to appear the 
cultivator is used, but once duriug the 
season the hoe may be required be- 
tween the hills. 
Such method, hoAV- 
ever, is never used in this section, 
though practiced elscv/hore. 


FOKAGE AND LAYING. 


Fowls usually do much better when 
they run at large than when restrict- 
ed in narrow limits in the coop or yard. 
Their health is improved, their tlesh is 
finer and better flavored, and they will 
produce more eggs at large than in 
confined situations. 
The turkey, in 
particular, is a strenuous advocate of 
the largest liberty. 
A common picket 
fence, seven feet high, w.ll effectually 
exclude hens, it being well known that 
some fowls rarely attempt flying over 
such a fence, and when made plain the 
fence will perhaps cost as little as al- 
most any other. 
To have ihe poultry 
yard pruína ble the hens should not be 
kept until they are old, as they may 
not produce as many eggs after four 
years as.those of one or tv.'o years. 
Much, however, is dependent on the 
breed kept, so far as good layers are 
concerned. 
More 
attention 
must bo 
paid to the breeding of fowls for util- 
ity than has been done in the past. 
All thoroughbred fowls should be bred 
for utility first, leaving the less im- 
portant points of mere fancy as a sec- 
ondary matter. Not that breeding for 
feather and form should be discarded, 
for it has been one of the great means 
of the rapid advance of the poultry 
Interest during the past few years, but 
if fanciers had tried as hard to breed 
great layers as they imve to breed fine 
feathers the result would have been 
still more satisfactory. 


FARM NOTES. 


In the management of clover for hay 
Jt is important not to cure too dry, and 
to store under shelter.. 


It is the steady, quiet horse that can 
do the biggest day's work M'hen the 
weather is extremely hot. 


The origin of many diseases may be 
traced directly to the filthy quarters in 
which the animals are kept. 


On many farms, exposure to 
the 
weather injures farm machinery ful'y 
as much, if not more, than u.se. 


Tiie offspring of immature, undevel- 
oped animals is inferior to that of ma- 
tured and full grown parents. 


The size and quality, as Avell as the 
quantity' of tomatoes, may be improved 
by preventing too great a growth of 
vine. 


Mildew in roses is caused by sudden 
changes in the atmo.sphere, dampness 
and cold nights. 
Powdered sulphur 
is a good remedy. 


It is hardly good economy to sell the 
yearling 
and 
youngest stock 
wJiile 
'there are older animals that can be dis- 
posed of with equal advantage. 


If the cows' teats are muddy or cov* 
ered with other filth they should be 
washed "with water and then wiped 
dry before beginning to milk. 


When a cow has had her third or 
fourth calf her character and habits 
will be sufficiently developed to indi- 
cate her quality and value as an animal 
from which to rear stock for the dairy 


At all times, by having all ages and 
all sizes together in one feeding place 
the profit in the hogs will be largely 
reduced. 
I^ess feed will be required 
and better results secured by dividing 
up into different lots. 


TJ\e usefjjJjjess of- a horse may oftet 
be x^i-^tty fully determined by the time 
at Vilich he is first handled. 
Sulkj 
and vicious dispositioued horses grow 
worse as the animals grow older, anc 
these faults may often be avoided bj 
proper traioinf when quite youuf. 


SET THE TIME FOR SCOTLAND. 


Itnll on One IllIHop Urop« ATlieii Cuniioil 
on Aiiotlirr 1» Flrcil. 


"Speaking of clocks,'* said the trav- 
eler, '^Edinburgh, Scotland, has 
the 
most interesting marking 
device I 
ever saw. 
On ono of these, known as 
Carlton Hill, there is an observatory 
tower, in the top of which a largo 
black ban is suspended. 
Across the 
valley, probably a mile away, is Castle 
Hill, surmounted by the historic Edin- 
burg Castle. One of the large guns in 
this fortress, pointing toward Castle 
Hill, is electrically connected with the 
ball in the tower a mile' away. Every 
evening at 0 o\^lock the gun is firod, 
iiud at the same moment the ball falls. 
The device sets the ofiicial time for all 
Scotland.

"It is Interesting to stand on Carlton 
Hill at the appointed hour to see the 
simultaneous finsh of the gun on Castlo 
Hill and the fall of the ball close at 
hand, while the roar of the gun is of 
course some moments in crossing tlie 
valley. 
On the other 
hand, 
it 
is 
equally interesting to stand beside the 
big gun at dusk to watch the ball at 
Carlton Hill full just as the shot is 
fired. 
I recall once standing in the 
courtyard, watch in liand, waiting for 
the cannon just overhead to be fired. 
It occurred to me it would be more ex- 
citing to watch the crowds of passing 
people, especially since not one was 
apparently thinking of the shot from 
the cannon.. When the roar took place, 
absolutely Avithout warning, hardly a 
yard alDove the heads of the crowd, 
the scene well repaid my watching. 
Everybody dodied. Children screamed, 
and men and women jumpoil to the 
side of the wall. Of course, it was all 
over in a second, but m that moment 
it seemed that an electric shock had 
passed through the crowd."—Birming- 
ham News.

HORIICULTURAL NOTES. 
Notliiiijj is better to kill 
cabbap:^ 
iW'orms than tho following: Seven parts 
sour milk» one part kerosene oil. They 
must bo thorou^sihly mixed at the start, 
and stln*od to the bottom every time 
the brush is put into the pall or the 
kerosene 'vvill separate from tho milk 
and kill every plant it touches. 
It ia 
to be sprinkled on the plant with a 
brush, and if the head has bei^un to 
form the leaves must be pulled apart 


8 0 as to kill the worms, as it kills only 
those it touehos. This is vouched for 
by an extensive grower. 
It is diiUvult to get good exhibition 
peas 
without 
thinning the clusters. 
Those who know, use a polo with a 
notch in one end, which .'enables the 
operator to twist them off rapidly. Us­ 
ually’*. if the clusters were reduced one- 
Lalf or more, the crop would be more 
.valuable. 
It seems a pity to cut oiX 
the young fruit just as it is formed, 
but it will pay. Nature does some of 
tlils-thinning, but not enough. If half 
the blossoms drop 
without 
setting 
fruit, the orchardist will do well to cut 
out half of those that remain.—The 
Epitomist 
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PLANTING SHADE TREE¿<. 
When planting shade trees, small 
trees that have uniform heads are bet­ 
ter than larije heads. 
It is ditticult 
to remove larjje trees from the soil 
,with roots enough to supi)ort them 
the first season. Quite often the tree 
iias grown Avhei^o it has been crowded 
l)y other trees, which has caused it to 
grow without any side branches. When 
such trees are pruned to e^:o\v aheail 
of the right height, there is nothing 
left but a stub, with scarcely^ a twig 
on it, and a large sear at the top to 
start decay, and furnish a place for 
l)orers to begin desu’uctiou of the tree. 
,Tiie growth of branches will be sprouts 
attached to the sapwood only, instead 
of seated to the heart like the natural 
branches. 
This leaves the tree an 
easy prey to wind storms, as the 
Ibranches are liable to split from the 
body of the tree. Trees that are grown 
in a uursery or an open forest, that 
have heads that need but little prun­ 
ing, are cheaper at a dollar than largo 
spindling trees that have to be thor­ 
oughly denuded of bi’anches to got 
them in shape, if furnished free.—J. II. 
Andre, in The Epitomist.

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ABOUT TUB GOOSEBERRY. 
The gooseberry yields a large croi), if 
given care, and it should be more ex­ 
tensively grown, as there is a large de­ 
mand and good prices for gooseberries* 
every year. It should be grown in the 
sun (not in shady places), on rich soil, 
P:)eing mulched late in the fall. 
One 
point is to cut out some of the wood 
;from the oi‘utre, to admit air and 
sunlight, which will partially serve 
as a preventive of mildew. 
The 
best 
season 
for 
setting *an 
orchard is just as soon as tho winter 
breaks and the ground can be handled. 
Be careful not to freeze the roots. 
.Ground can be liandled wetter in win­ 
ter and in very early spring than later 
in the season, for it will not pack or 
bake then, as it does later, but it is 
preferable, especially in clay soils, to 
Jiave tho ground in proper condition, 
not too wet, as there is danger of 
baking the ground around the roots 
of the trees. We have set trees in the 
fall, winter, and as late in the spring 
as May, when large apple trees were in 
bloom and the early varieties of fruit 
/were leaving out. It is best to set the 
trees as soon as possible after being 
taken from the nursery»' row. 
If any of the roots are badly injured 
or bruised it is best to cut them olï 
and let the tree send out healthy ones; 
the roots should be carefullj^ examined, 
nnd if they show lumps as the result of 
aphis or other diseases, do not set the 
ii’ees. 
If you 
want 
a 
permanent 
orcharcV you should set healthy trees. 
I cannot too strongly emphasize tho 
idea that deep planting makes ‘‘root 
rot.'* Nature starts the roots on trees 
from the surface of tlie groimd, and we 
should plant them the same way. 
Place some of the best surface earth 
carefully around the roots, and nfl(-r 
filling the huie pack the earth tight 
and closely around the tree to prev<»nt 
the winds from shaking it until the 
roots get started. 
Plant a tree that is liealthy and vig­ 
orous. 
A crown graft will usually 
make a stronger and more vigorous 
growth than a p,:'aft on a smaller piece 
of the same rijot, as it is larger and 
has nmre vitaiity. 
Different varietie.s 
of trees gratrd on wliole or piece routs 
jWill form tops according to the charac­ 
teristics of tJie scion, and the same is 
true of the rooi.s—some form a tajj 
root, others will not. 
You can graft 
,a Genet on a piece or whole root til 
‘it is practical to graft on a wiiole root) 
awl it wllj form its own tap root, wltli 
out regard lo the piece root or wlioU 
root on wliich it is grafted. 
iWlnesap will form a spreading root, nc 
matter on what kind of a root its scloc 
'|8 grafted.—S. A. Haseltinei lu Fgrua-

FARM TOPICS. 


FEEDIXG EC;G SHELLS. 
There is no possible objection to 
feeding egg shells lo hens provided 
they are broken in small bits so that 
tho hens may not readily recognize 
them, or they may get in the habit of 
eating eggs. 
Oyster shells and clnm 
shells pounded up line must also be 
fed, and in liberal quantities, for all 
of them are needed to provide the hen 
with material to make shells. Do not 
confuse the grit box with the box con­ 
taining shell making material. 


:\iODES OP CULTIVATION. 
Corn 
may bo “cheeked” four 
feet 
apart each way, and the cultivator 
should then be kept in use until it 
grows too large to admit of being eas­ 
ily worked. No grass or weeds should 
be permitted to grow, and in the dry 
season the frequent use of the culti­ 
vator will be found beneficial. 
An­ 
other method of planting is to lay off 
the rows four feet apart and plant tho 
corn one toot apart in the rows, thin­ 
ning out all the plants in each hill but 
one. 
This gives each plant plenty of 
room and produces the largest yield. 
As soon as the corn is^six inches high 
a one-horse plow is 
used, 
which 
should turn the earth from the corn. 
After it makes further growth the 
plov/ is again used, 
but 
this 
time 
throwing the earth bi^ck to the corn. 
After the grass begins to appear the 
cultivator is used, but once during the 
season the hoe may be required be­ 
tween the hills. 
Such method, how­ 
ever, is never used in this section, 
though practiced elsewhere. 


FORAGE AND LAYING. 
Fowls usually do much better when 
they run at large than when restrict­ 
ed in narrow limits in the coop or yard. 
Their health is improved, their ttesh is 
finer and better davored, and they will 
produce more eggs at large than m 
confinenl aituations. 
The turkey, in 
particular, is a strenuous advocate of 
the largest liberty. A common picket 
fence, seven feet high, w.li effectually 
exclude hens, it being well known that 
some fowls rarely attempt flying over 
such a fence, and when made plain the 
fence will perhaps cost as little as al­ 
most any other. To have ihe i^oultry 
yard pruína ble the hens should not be 
kept until they are old, as they may 
not produce as many eggs after four 
years as-those of one or tv.'O years. 
Much, however, is dependent on the 
breed kept, so far as good layers are 
concerned. 
More attention 
must be 
paid to the breeding of fowls for util­ 
ity than has been done in the past. 
All thoroughbred fowls should be bred 
for utility first, leaving the less im­ 
portant points of mere fancy as a sec­ 
ondary matter. Not that breeding for 
feather and form should be discarded, 
for it has been one of the great means 
of the rapid advance of the poultry 
interest during the past few years, but 
if fanciers had tried as hard to breed 
great layers as they have to breed tine 
feathers the result would have been 
still more satisfactory. 


FARM NOTES. 
In the management of clover for hay 
it is important not to cure too dry, and 
to store under shelter.. 
It is the steady, quiet horse that can 
do the biggest day's work when the 
weather is extremely hot. 
The origin of many diseases may be 
traced directly to the filthy quarters in 
which the animals are kept. 
On many farms, exposure to the 
weather injures farm machinery ful’y 
as much, if not more, than use. 
The offspring of immature, undevel­ 
oped animals is inferior to that of ma­ 
tured and full grown parents. 
The size and quality, as 'well as the 
quantltj’’ of tomatoes, may be improved 
by preventing too great a growth of 
vine. 
Mildew in roses is caused by sudden 
changes in the atmo.sphere, dampness 
and cold nights. 
Powdered sulphur 
is a good remedy. 
It is hardly good economy to sell the 
yearling and youngest stock AvJiile 
‘there are older animals that can be dis­ 
posed of with equal advantage. 
If the cows' teats are muddy or cov* 
ered with other filth they should be 
'washed with water and then wiped 
dry before beginning to milk. 
When a cow has had her third or 
fourth calf her character and haliitJs 
will be sufficiently developed to indi­ 
cate her quality and value as an anlnaai 
from which to rear stock for the dairy 
At all times, by having all ages and 
all sizes together in one feeding place 
the profit in the hogs will be largely 
reduced. 
Less feed will be required 
and better results secured by dividing 
up into different lots. 
Th,e usefjjliiess of* a horse may ofteL 
be 
fully determined by the time 
at wiiich he is first handled. 
Sulky 
and vicious dispositioned horses gro\> 
•worse as the animals grow older, anc 
these faults may often be avoided by 
proper trainiof when quite youuf.

hand, while the roar of the gun is of 
course some moments in crossing tlie 
valley.

equally interesting to stand beside the 
big gun at dusk to Avatch the ball at 
Carlton Hill fhll just as the shot i» 
fired. 
I recall once standing in the 
courtyard, watch in liand, wailing for 
the cannon just overhead to be fired. 
It occurred to me it would be more ex* 
citing to watch the crowds of passing 
people, especially since not one was 
apparently thinking of tho shot from 
the cannon.. When the roar took place, 
absolutely without Avarniug, hardly a 
yard above the heads of the crowd, 
the scene well repaid my watching. 
Everybody dodged. Children screamed, 
and men and women jumpeil to the 
side of the wall. Of course, it was all 
over in a second, but hi that moment 
it seemed that an electric shock iiad 
passed through the crowd.”—Birming­ 
ham News.

Tho Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has made a new departure.

One hundred acres of 
land have been planted with 50,000 
young locusts.

The com|)any intends to plant 
20ÍX) acres of ground in locusts to pro­ 
vide for future construction and re­ 
newal of its roadbed. 


A vivid idea of the lack of the sim­ 
plest applications of practical sclenec 
in at least some parts of China is giv­ 
en by Vnited S.ates Consul Gracey, at 
Fuchan. In all that city, with its mil­ 
lion inhabitants, he say’s, there is not 
a single pump, nor even a windlass, 
or any other mechanical contrivance 
for raising water from the wells. Any­ 
body who wants water must bring his 
own pnil and rope and draw it up. 
Water brought from the river is car­ 
ried on men's shoulders. There is no 
such thing as a system of pipes. The 
lamps in use are also of the crudest 
sort. 
The whole of southern China, 
says Mr. Gracey, needs pumps, ii pub­ 
lic .water system and lamps. 


It is stated in a London paper that 
Mr. J. N. Tata, the millionaire phil­ 
anthropist of Bombay, who died re- 
centl.v„ liad made experiments over a 
series of years for the acclimatization 
of Egyptian cotton in India, and in 
suitable localities these met with some 
measure of success. 
In many other 
ways, such as seri-culture, after the 
Japanese method in Mysore, the ex­ 
tension of the use of 
artesian wells 
and the introduction of cold storage, 
Mr. Tata contributed to tlio industrial 
expansion of tho country of his birth. 
By means of his scholarships for In­ 
dian youths of special promise in Eu­ 
rope nnd America, he afforded many 
of ills young fellow countrymen oppor­ 
tunity for gairing technical knowledge. 
Tho Indian University of Uesearch to 
be created at Bangalore as the out­ 
come of ills offer of an endowment of 
200.000 pounds, will be the monument 
of his benellclent career. 


Edouard Meyer finds tliat the vege­ 
table organism, as well as the animal, 
gives off n-rays in varying quantities, 
as may be made evident by tlie feebly 
fiuorescent screen. The most marked 
Indications are given by the green 
parts, such as stems and especially 
leaves, but the emanations are feebly 
detectable from the fiower. 
ItoiHs, 
bulbs, and etiolated parts also give off 
the rays; but tho greatest radiant ac­ 
tivity appears at the j)oint where the 
vegetable protoplasm is in its most ac­ 
tive state, or is in process of evolu­ 
tion. 
Thus, with two tubes of cress 
sown in moist wool, one in active ger­ 
mination, the other only recently sown, 
the evidence of radiant energy was 
niuch more marked in the former, and 
was even obtained from the bottom of 
the tube, wher^ the radicles had pene­ 
trated the wool in the course of their 
growth. 
On treating tissues jn active 
growth with the vapor of chloroform 
so as to slacken their vital function, 
the N-ray indications wore correspond- 
Jngly lessened.—Comp, Kend.

peat the next day, if necessary. 
Soft 
soap and powdered chalk are also ef­ 
fectual. Ink spots are removed t>y va­ 
rious things, according to the nature 
of tho ink. Old-fashioned ink made of 
tannato of iron could be removed by 
immersing in sweet 
milk 
until 
it 
soured. 
The writing fiulds now used 
are generally aniline inks and requu’o 
much more lieroic treatment.
